allowance to an interned person covering the cost of a cook is superbly munifi- 
cent.

In Bengal the male 
members of the bhadralok class from whom the interned persons mostly come, 
never cook their meals. The cooking is done by Brahmin servants or female 


relatives. The employment of a cook therefore is an indispensable requirement 


in the case of an interned person. The principles which should be followed 
are obvious. They are: firstly;that as interned persons are deprived of their 
personal liberty for reasons of State, they should be maintained by the Govern- 
ment in the position of comfort to which they have. been accustomed; and, 
secondly, that if they have been maintaining their families, the same principle 
should apply, and their families should be granted the same allowances and 
maintained in the same position as that to which they have been accustomed.
